| Adoption of Shop Committee 
System. 


Both the Nagasaki and Kobe 
Branches of the Mitsa Bisbi 
Dockyard have recognized the 
shop committee system, but there 
three items in which the 
decision of the Directors bad not 
yat been announced. A Naga- 
saki despatch states that the 
men employed there are very 
pleased with the announcement; 
but there is said to be consider- 
able dissatisfaction among the 
men employed at the Kobe 
Werks. The Shop Committee 
Regu'ations consist of 22 articles. 
ard detailed regulations are to 
be. annopnced in the courge of 
the present month. Article 2 
of the Regulations states that in 
order to promote the efficiency 
aud welfare af the employees. 
subjects. relating thereto . shall 
be referred, to the committee to 
ascertain their views, but the 
cymmittee have no right to take 
action to enforce any resolution 
they may carry. In other words, 
the committee.is only for con- 
sultative purposes, which is far 
from what tha strikers were 
dreaming of during the labour 
trouble. All employees of over 
one year's standing and not less 
than 20 years of age are 
entitled to ‘vote or. elect 
tmembers of the committee.

‘INTERNATIONAL SUPERVISION OF CHINA. 


Students of Chinese affairs probably read with interest 
the communication which we published yesterday from “A 
“Troe Friend of China.” It contains proposals. for aid te 
~ China upon the general principle credited to Mr. Hoover, 
and openly advocated by Mr. Bland as the one means of 
China's salvation—viz. international administration. Our 
correspondent makes suggestions of his own regarding the 
“lines along which the system should be worked. and 
these deserve notice. Whether he is quite equitable in 
- sadditng Young China with all the responsibility for the 
deplorable situation may be open.toquestion. For instance, 
togono farther. there is Mis Migntiness Chang Tso-lin, 
who has such a big voice in China's destinies, and who can 
“scarcely be regarded as a representative of Young China. 
Nor could Wang Chan-yuan, who has retired to Tientsin 
with.a hoard variously estimated at from seven million 
dollars to something like seventy millions. ‘here can be 
Do sort of doubt. however, abént the existence of the 
problem, whether due chiefly to Young China, _or whether 
regarded as largely a heritage from the old officialdom. — 
No one can well question our correspondent’s assertion 
that political factions have prevented unity, and that the 
couutry ison the verge of bankruptcy. When a Govern- 
ment has to hawk its postage-stamps at a discount in order 
to raise the wind, it may be described as already insolvent. 
Fortunately, China's bankruptcy is. only in relation to its 
present political svstem—meaning, of course, lack of 
system. The country’s potential assets are. more: than 
ample to pay twenty shillings in the pound. Is there any 
token of returm on the part of the otficials? Anmounce- 
ments there are without number, and we would fain believe 
that the Chinese Government really ineans to turn over a 
new leaf; but whocan say that be has any confidence of 
such? Besides, yiven the will, it is questiouable whether the 
Government could’ effect a radical retorm. clogged as it is 
with military alfiliatioos. Formerly, foreign itervention, 
even when highly beneficent, was aactheme maranatha to the 
‘Chinese mind. “fhe Imperial Maritime Customs evoked 
Deither pride nor gratitude. From the official classes at 
‘Teast Sir Rubert Hart experienced chietly obstruction. 
That did nut preveut, the Customs and later the Gabelle 
frow being couspicuously successinl. To-day it may be that 
the large inercantile class, tired-vut with w succession of 
Governments tarred with the same brush, would pot unwall- 
“ingly acquiesce iu, if they did not acclaim, international 
‘supervision, it being made abundantly plain that the 
‘supervisors came not as cunquerors and selt-seekers, but as 
co-operators and guides. . 
“ A True Friend of China” recommends that each of 
‘the Great Powers exercise supervision over one of the chiet 
Chinese Government departments. every Power at the 
‘same time to be represented in-each department, so that 
‘all nations, would know the state of progress, This is 
presumably with a view to minimising international 
jealousies, which have been notoriously rite in the _past, 
and unless the Powers can sink this failing their claim to 
exercise tutelage would wear a dubious aspect, albeit no 
‘international administration could .well fail to be a 
}great improvement upon the present regime. Despite a 
aiftin the lute here and there, signs ‘are’ torthcoming that 
e Powers are to-day more disposed towards harmunious 
rt.. The proposed system. of supervision’ naturally 
aires, further consideration, but our. correspondent’s 
méuggestion was worth the making. That the appointment 
of. Chinese officials should be subject to international 
pproval is 2 natural corollary: The provisions for. the 
payment of the provincial revenues into a central bank and 
er the restriction of the Army are matters of prima 
umportance, while the sixth of “A Troe Friend of Uhina’s” 
oposals evidently looks to the abolition of that. long- 
nding bindrance, likin, which, despite promises and the 
d-appointment lately of an investigating ‘delega-

The problem of dealing with 
Filipino = stowaways i 
becoming acute.

recarded smaller pieces of well- 
koown poets and for‘the curios. 
ities of literature. He has not 
found for us, and does not claim 
ta have done so, anything of 
Great literary beanty; nothing 
in this book is likely to find 
ita way into the standard antho- 
logtes of the future. But 
he has, among his finds, severa) 
things which will now Lave to be 
included in collected editions of 
Ben Jonson, Edmund Waller, 
James Shirley, and other poets of 
importance. Jonson and Waller, 
at any rate, are big enongh 
writers for us to treasure any- 
thing from their pens. The 
former is here represented by 
what seems to be a first draft of 
the “Preludium ™ to the epoch 
in “Love's Martyr”: it is fair, 
workmanlike verze, bat nothing 
more.. By Waller there are some 
previously unknown lines on the 
mariage of Sir John Denham. the 
poet of * Cooper's Hill’; unfor- 
tunately these, too, ‘are » Hterary 
disappointment, though they are 
of some historical interest, for the 
greatest and most delicate of 
Engliab Court posts bas merely 
chosen to treat the subject as an 
occasion for some halting, 
metrical scandal-mongering. 
There are, however, some 
better things among the anons- 
mous poems, which are chiefly 
elegies, though even here most 
of the verse is mere oddity— 
not that we should for 
& moment wish to be thought to 
disparage the collection of poeti- 
cal oddities. From rare, often 
unique, broadsides Mr. Thorn- 
Drury has printed elegies upon 
satbarioe Philips ("The Match- 
less Orinda "), Sir William Dave- 
nant; Dr. Robert wild (author of 
the ouca-popular ° Iter Boreale”} 
Aphre Behr; Charles Wart (an 
actor who is by some thought to 
have been Shakespearo’s great- 
cepbew); and others.. There are 
eparks of real poetry scattered 
here and thera in several of these, 
but the best'thing in this book is 
“ An Elegy in Commemoration of 
Madam Ellenor Gwinn, who 
Departed this Life on-the 14th of 
November, Anno. Dom.. 1687,” 
which contains 2 pleasing tribute 
to her kind heart and charity to 
the poor. Moreover, some of the 
lines, though they halt some- 
what, have considerable feeling 
aud beauty :— .

SNIPE GALORE. 


Shooting in China. 
Those of our local sportsmen 
who go ont shoating over the 
weok-ends, and who can be seen 
coming back from the New Terri- 
tories with “bogs” of more or 
less indifferent size, will possibly 
be envious when they read the 
following account of game shoot. 
ing in Ching which eppeared in 
Country Life of August 13th — 

“Yet another distinguished 
and interesting visitor to our 
shostivg grounds mast be 
recorded, viz, Dr. Sha Fan Lee, 
presiden: of the Wictoria Clay 
Pigeon Shooting Club, Hoagkong. 
He describes his clobas possibly 
the most cosmopolitan in the 
world, the rumber of nationalities 
represented in its membership 
fitly reproducing Hongkong’s 
proverbial all-embracingness. 
Keen as the energetic young doc- 
tor is in everything that concerns 
shooting, he reserves his greatest. 
eloquence for the joys of game 
shooting in China. Snipe of the 
tall variety are apparently as fat 
as a lump of dripping during Octo- 
ber. The shooter walks along the 
causeways which supply a dry 
foothold in the marshas where rice 
and suchlike are produced, boys 
on either side splashing through 
mud and water and puttting op 
snipe galore. The doctor has a 
favourite corner into which care- 
fal macagement concentrates the 
birds: and, when all is favourable, 
the only trouble is te load and 
fire as quickly as they rise. 
Partridges are, howaves; the lead- 
ing game bird; they are dealt 
with in the same way, except that 
the boys on either side no Jongar 
indulge in roud-splashing. The 
birds risa st nice dissance and are 
active fliers. Ia the rougher 
scrub-grown land the pheasant is 
encouctered on its native heath. 
Here the beaters thrash tha 
bushes with bamboo poles, a bag 
totalling three, or it may be six, 
Tewarding the effort made. When 
worked with pointera they are 
more likely to ran forward and 
rise, the bamboo method being 
found preferable in thatit secures 
nice rises from the proportion 
that squat. Apparently, the 
greatest boom is that all shooting 
in China is free, the game belong- 
ing to those who have the energy 
to pursue it and bring it to bag. 
China is rather a long way to go 
to enjoy free shooting, but: for 
those who find thémselves there 
its fine sporting opportunities 
must be a great attraction.”
